ao The Wort: Chins Sait Company was organized under the Salt Administration 

Bureau of the Ministry of Finance. It took possession of the factory and 
gait pans in May, and during the pest few months it has been reconstructing 
whatever war dsmage had been inflictec on the factory. Now that excellent 
quelity eirplane gaasline fa being imoorted from the United States, thera is 
ao longer any necessity for producing bromine and the company is going te 
increase the production of table salt. The olectrolytic cells are now used 
vary little. (These were undoubtedly used to produce free chlorine. ) 


$. fhe property of the sompany totels 470,000 mu of which 89,250 mu are salt 
gangs which yleld from 12,500 to 15,000 tons of raw ante yearly.

The men are paid twics a 
months There are fifty workers employed in the office who receive 1LO® 
higher selary than the laborers, These fifty workers aré also supplied 
with houses, weter, conl, hospitalizetion and sehbol. 


HUANG Shou-tau AR LB, qi. is the mendger of the fectory. The fuctory 
employs 22U laborers end forty-two offige workers... the overaya wage 
for the letorers ia 126,000 CNC pex month; for the offiae workers, about 
260,000 CXS per month, Both Iaborers end office workers are supplied 
with houses, light, water, and conl. Thera are thres shifts, each of 
@ight hour duretion., The labor Union is controlled by the Kuomintenr 
and there are no labor troubles. 


fhe main problem faaing the expanding oparetion of this factor: ia the 
leck of transportation both for bringing in coel and cerrying out salt 
to the markets. There is en exeeiient market, and if transportation 
were available, it would be possible to ship aelt to Sranghai, Nenkine 
and sven to Japen and the Soviet Union, When the economic situation and 
transportation difficulties improve, the oompany intends to add mora 
nashinery and so atrenpthen the company thet it wili he the largest salt 
company in North China. . 
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
